LORD LUKE’S TRIBUTE TO THE LATE 
SIR JAMES CRICHTON-BROWNE 


Presiding at the Forty-first Annual General Meeting of 
Bovril, Limited, held in London on 28 February, the Lord Luke, 
K.B.E, (Chairman), spoke of the loss the Company and the 
country had sustained in the death of Sir James Crichton. 
Browne. 


BIGGER PROFITS AND INCREASED SALES 


Turning to the business of the meeting, the Chairman said 
that in the Profit and Loss Account, ‘‘ Gross Profit on Trading, 
less Advertisements ’’ was £54,577 up, at £416,525, that was after 
the deduction of a larger sum than usual spent on Advertising, 

During the year 1937, there had been a considerable increase in 
sales not only in this country but oversea. 


CONDITIONS IN AUSTRALIA AND THE ARGENTINE 


With regard to the Associated Estate Companies, he would 
mention that Bovril Australian Estates made a small profit in 
1936 and must also have earned one in 1937, as they sent in 
10,772 head of cattle to the Government Works at Wyndham in 
North Australia. The numbers sent to those works had run 
between about 9,000 to 11,000 a year for many years. 

The real difficulty was the low prices received for the cattle, 
He was not complaining, as he knew the Wyndham Works with 
their small annual kill and heavy expenses could not afford to 
pay more, and they should be thankful that there was a works 
at all to cater for that part of North Australia. 

In North Australia they received little more than half of that 
received by Argentine Estates of Bovril, Limited, per head for 
their cattle. In fact, cattle prices had possibly gone to the other 
extreme in Argentina—even canning cattle having reached very 
high values, and packing corned beef being, therefore, unprofit- 
able. 

Meat works were built at a time when good profits could be 
made, and many parts of South America were fortunate enough 
to find these expensive plants standing within reach of their 
cattle estancias. If they were not already there, certainly no 
one would to-day provide the capital to put them up. 

The Duke of Atholl, K.T., G.C.V.0., C.B., D.S.O., seconded 
the adoption of the report and accounts, and the resolution was 
duly carried.

RETAIL TRADE IN JANUARY 
COMPARISON OF 1938 WITH 1937 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail trade 
repared by the Bank of England* there is given on 
age 298 a table showing the relation of sales in January 
1938 and in the twelve months ended January to sales 
in the corresponding periods a year earlier. Index 
numberst showing the relation of certain sales in 
January 1938 to average daily sales in 1983 are given in 
4 further table. 

Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of January 1938 with those at the same date in 
1937. A smaller number of concerns supply this in- 
formation; the co-operative societies in particular at 
present report sales only. 

A fact which should always be borne in mind in con- 
sidering these retail trade statistics is the difficulty of 
securing adequate representation of the smaller in- 
dividual retailer. 


COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH 
INDIVIDUAL STATISTICS 
Metuop oF Apgustinc Non-CoMPARABLE FIGURES 


In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results it should be remembered that 
retailers use a variety+ of accounting periods, and also 
that the number of selling days in any calendar month 
varies from year to year. Returns have therefore to be 
adjusted to some extent in order to render the sales for 
1937 and 1988 comparable when combined into dis- 
trict or other totals. AJmost all contributors now report 
regularly the number of days on which selling took place 
in their shops during the period to which their figures 
relate. On each return, therefore, the 1937 sales are 
corrected, where necessary, by the appropriate amount 
to make them comparable with 1938, so far as length of 
period ig concerned. Corrections for differences in 
length of period in the two months under review were 
few as the calendar month contained the same number 
of selling days in both years. 


TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY-OPENED oR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, as 
far as possible, only to the trade of branches or depart- 
ments which have been established for a year at least 
and which were therefore actually in operation in the 
two months for which the return is made. The object 
oi this is to minimise the danger of showing as a general 
expansion of sales in any district movements which are 
not representative of average operating results and 
which possibly reflect transfers of trade from estab- 
lished to newly-opened concerns. Once the new branch 
” department can report its own sales not only for the 
month in the current year but also for the same month 
a year earlier, the percentage movements recorded 
should not be seriously affected, but as the first com- 
parisons will be with a period of expanding sales the 
published statistics will have a favourable bias.

SALES 
COMPARISON WITH 12 Montus EARLIER 


January.—The money value of daily sales reported 
for January was 6:2 per cent. higher in 1938 than in 
1957. This increase was smaller than those recorded for 
November (7'1 per cent.) and December (8°38 per cent.). 
The greatest district advance was 86 per cent. 
in Scotland, where the improvement a year earlier 
amounted to 1-7 per cent. only. Midlands and South 
Wales, which had led the advance among the seven 
districts for six successive months, dropped in January 
to the second place with an increase of 7°6 per cent. 
The improvement was least, 1:2 per cent., in Central 
and West End London, where sales for some months 
past have failed to keep pace with the movement in 
other areas. No decrease was recorded for any district. 

Sales of food and perishables, which accounted for 
roughly 524 per cent. of the total value reported in 
January, were higher by 8:2 per cent. This is the 
smallest increase for this section since last June. With 
the exception of a very slight drop in Central and West 
End London, where the sample is peculiar in certain 
respects, the rise was general, varying between 11-5 per 
cent. in Seotland and 71 per cent. in Suburban 
Londen. 


The expansion in sales of other merchandise was, as 
usual, smaller (4:1 per cent.), All seven districts con- 
tributed to the improvement, which was greatest in the 
Midlands and South Wales (6°9 per cent.) and least in 
Central and West End London (1°3 per cent.). For the 
country as a whole only two of the main categories of 
merchandise failed to reach the level of twelve months 
earlier, sales of furnishing departments declining by 
0-5 per cent. and those of fancy departments by 2°5 per 
cent. The fall in the former category was mainly due 
to a sharp decrease, 7°7 per cent., in Central and West 
End London, while sales of fancy goods were lower in 
all districts except Central and West End London, 
where the advance, however, was negligible. There was 
a general improvement in sales of piece-goods, women’s 
wear and men’s and boys’ wear. The increase for 
women’s wear (8°2 per cent.) was considerably larger 
than that for any other category. 


February-January.—The main features of retail trade 
during the twelve months of the trading year now com- 
pleted will be described in an article in the forthcoming 
issue of the ‘* Board of Trade Journal.’’ Total sales 
for the year advanced by 7°6 per cent., increases rang- 
ing up to 9:2 per cent. for food and perishables and 9:1 
per cent. for boots and shoes being recorded for each 
main category. 


INDEX NUMBERS 


SALEs IN 1933 = 100 


January sales usually show a seasonal decline from 
the peak due to Christmas purchases in December. 
This was evident in January 1938 in every district and 
for both food and perishables and other merchandise. 
The index of total sales in the country as a whole 
dropped by 40 points to 127. Of the four districts for 
which separate indexes are calculated Suburban London 
showed the steepest fall—from 183 to 128. The 
December peak is not so high in Scotland as elsewhere 
and the decline from it is less noticeable, the index 
moving in January 1938 from 148 to 124. 


The index for food and perishables fell from 157 in 
December to 129 in January. In Central and West 
End London, sales in January were, as usual, about 
half those in December, for which an exceptionally high 
figure is always recorded. 


AVERAGE DAILY 
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Special Articles—Continued 


The seasonal recession is even more noticeable for 
other merchandise. The index for this section 
dropped from 178 to 125 for Great Britain as a whole. 
The decrease was very large in Suburban London—from 
207 to 115, while in the other London district it was 
relatively small, the December figure being 158 and the 
January one 124. 


STOCKS 


Total stocks at cost were 3°3 per cent. higher at the 
end of January 1938 than twelve months earlier, this 
increase being the smallest for any month since Feb- 
and comparing with 3°5 per cent. for

December. Stocks expanded by as much as 63 per 
cent. in the Midlands and South Wales; in the other 


areas the range of variation was only from 2°3 to 3°5 per 
cent. Stocks of food and perishables (the sample of 
which is smaller and perhaps less representative than 
the one available for sales) were greater by 1°3 per cent. 
and those of other merchandise by 3-5 per cent. The

EMPLOYMENT 


The total staffs of the retail establishments for which 
information regarding employment is available wer 
larger by 2°9 per cent. at the end of January 1938 thay 
a year earlier, the increase being slightly greater than 
that for December (2°3 per cent.). The only decreage 
was in Suburban London, where it was identical with 
the fall recorded for December 1937 (0°9 per cent.). The 
increase in other districts was greatest in the Midlands 
and South Wales (4:1 per cent.). Selling staffs—which 
are reported by fewer retailers—increased by 3:4 per 
cent., the only decline being in Suburban London, 
where it was the same as that for total employees. The 
numbers of juveniles rose by 4°7 per cent., district 
movements varying from 1:0 per cent. in Suburban 
London to 9-5 per cent. in the North-East.

Similar 
action to that of this country was taken by Sweden, Norway and Denmark on 28 September 1931, by Japan on 14 December 1931, by 
the United States on 19 April 1933, by the Netherlands on 27 September 1936, and by France on 30 June 1937. The gold content of the 
United States dollar was reduced by 40-94 per cent. on 1 February 1934; that of the Czechoslovak crown by one-sixth on 19 February 
1934, and by a further 16 per cent. on 9 October 1936; that of the belga by 28 per cent. on 1 April 1935; and that of the lira by 40-94 
pr cent. on 7 October 1936.

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The London exchange rate for the French franc on 
31 January was 1524¢ to the £. During the first ten 
days of February movements were small, but on the 
whole favourable to the franc. The closing rate on the 
10th was 1524$ and on the 11th the rate improved to 
15144, the lowest recorded in the month. In the next 
two weeks the sterling exchange was against the franc, 
the closing rate on the 24th being 1544. The rate 
improved to 15343 by the 28th, the pound gaining on 
balance during February about 0°3 per cent. 

For other principal European currencies the London 
rates moved within narrow limits during February, the 
only week-to-week changes in average rates greater 
than 01 per cent. being an appreciation of sterling in 
terms of lire of 0°2 and 0°3 per cent. in the first and 
third weeks, respectively, and a depreciation of 0:2 per 
cent. in the last week. On balance the pound gained

SHIPPING 
MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN JANUARY 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during January 1938 with cargo for discharge at the 
port of arrival (6,995,000 tons) was the highest recorded 
for any January, being 699,000 tons (11 per cent.) more 
than a year earlier. Increases were recorded for the 
majority of the trading areas specified in the returns, 
the largest being in respect of ‘‘ North America— 
Atlantic Coast,’’ “* Northern Europe (Foreign),’’ ‘‘ West 
Indies and Central America (Atlantic Coast) ’’ and 
** North America—Pacific Coast,’’ while the decreases 
were unimportant. As regards the nationalities of the 
vessels, two-thirds of the total increase was in British 
tonnage, which was higher by 461,000 tons (12 per 
cent.). Among the other principal nationalities Dutch 
tonnage increased by 67,000 tons (23 per cent.), United 
States by 39,000 tons (11 per cent.) and Norwegian by 
37,000 tons (9 per cent.), while a rise of 108,000 tons 
(12 per cent.) in the tonnage of ‘‘ Other Nationalities ”’ 
was mostly in respect of Danish and Swedish vessels. 
About 60 per cent. of the tonnage that arrived with 
cargo was British both in January 1988 and a year 
earlier. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during 
the month at any port in the United Kingdom without 





cargo for discharge at that port (recorded as arriving 
in ballast) was 2,871,000 tons, and showed a small 
increase (18,000 tons, or 0°8 per cent.) as conipared 
with January last year. British tonnage was about 
the same as a year earlier, but increases of 36,000 tons 
(19 per cent.) and 31,000 tons (28 per cent.), respec- 
tively, were shown for French and Norwegian vessels, 
while there was a decrease of 36,000 tons (11 per cent.)

The index number for foodstuffs 
i vegetable origin in December was higher than a year 
‘tlier by 2 per cent., but for the other agricultural 
toups the net changes were negligible. 


Prices in the industrial materials section were on the 
Werage about 24 per cent. higher in 1937 than in 1936. 
ere was a slight rise during the first quarter, but 
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thereafter successive small declines brought the index 
number at the end of the year to about 2 per cent. 
below that of December 1936. Among the commodities 
comprising this section rubber and non-ferrous metals 
were dearer in 1937 than in 1936 by 111 and 26 per 
cent., respectively, and appreciable increases were also 
recorded for power and lubricating oils, skins and 
leather and buiiding materials; apart from a decline of 
about 15 per cent. for artificial fertilisers, there was 
little change for the other commodities. Comparison 
between December 1937 and a year earlier shows that 
rubber prices increased by 110 per cent., while decreases 
of 15, 18 and 12 per cent. were recorded for artificial 
fertilisers, non-ferrous metals and textiles, respectively. 
The variation in the prices of other industrial materials 
was less than 4 per cent. 


Industrial finished goods, which have risen slightly in 
price each year since 1932, rose again in 1937, for which 
year the index number was nearly 3 per cent. higher 
than for 1936. This increase was almost entirely due to 
a steady rise throughout the year for consumers’ goods, 
clothing showing an increase of 5 per cent. between 
December 1936 and December 1937. Prices of pro- 
ducers’ goods have remained substantially unchanged 
since 1933; during the same period prices of consumers’ 
goods rose by about 20 per cent.

Prices of foodstuffs, already at a high level in Decem- 
ber 1936, continued their upward trend during the first 
six months of 1937, and in July the index number was 
the highest since December 1929. Although the index 
number for December was only about 14 per cent. 
above that of December 1936, for the year as a whole 
there was an increase of 19 per cent. 


Comparing the averages for the two years, the largest 
increases among industrial materials were for paper 
(48 per cent.), metallurgical products (42 per cent.), 
fuel (31 per cent.) and glass (25 per cent.); appreciable 
increases ranging from 8 to 20 per cent. were also 
recorded for all other commodities except chemical 
fertilisers, which rose by less than 2 per cent., and 
tobacco, which was cheaper by 5 per cent. A com- 
parison of prices in December with those a year earlier 
shows that paper and fuel increased in price by 46 and 
31 per cent., respectively, while coal tar and deriva- 
tives, metallurgical products and petroleum and deriva- 
tives showed increases of between 17 and 20 per cent.; 
decreases occurred for five commodities, namely, 
rubber (28 per cent.), resinous products (17 per cent.), 
textiles (12 per cent.), fats (11 per cent.) and skins and 
leather (8 per cent.).

Prices of foodstuffs advanced practically steadily 
throughout 1937 and were on the average 15 per cent. 
higher than in 1936; the index number in December, 
which exceeded that of a year earlier by 16 per cent., 
was the highest since June 1929. 


For each of the industrial groups average prices in 
1937 were higher than in 1936, large increases being 
recorded for timber (38 per cent.), textile products, 
leather, etc. (28 per cent.), paper and cardboard (22 per 
cent.), metallurgical products and machinery (19 per 
cent.) and chemical products and fertilisers (16 per 
cent.). The general rising trend throughout the year 
of prices in each group was broken only by a slight 
decline in the prices of textile products, leather, etc. 
—not shared by the manufactured products in this 
group—during the latter half of the year. Comparing 
prices in December 1937 with those of a year earlier the 
greatest increases were for paper and cardboard (64 per 
cent.), fuels and mineral oils (86 per cent.) and timber 
(35 per cent.), while prices advanced about 20 per cent. 
in all other groups except non-metallic minerals, 
ceramic wares and glass, for which the advance was 
15 per cent. 


A regrouping of the commodities for which index 
numbers are compiled shows that prices of raw 
materials, semi-manufactures and manufactured 
products rose steadily throughout the year and were 
on the average about 18, 13 and 16 per cent., respec- 
tively, dearer in 1937 than in 1936; comparing prices

Foods were on the average about 4 per cent. dearer 
in 1937 than in 1936. After fluctuating within narrow 
limits during the first nine months prices declined each 
month during the last quarter and the index number 
in December 1937 was nearly 7 per cent. below that 
of a year earlier. Farm products, which were on the 
average about 7 per cent. dearer in 1937 than in 1936, 
rose during the first quarter, and in March the index 
number was the highest recorded since April 1930; 
from this level prices declined almost continuously 
until the end of the year, when the index number was 
18 per cent. below that of a year earlier. 


Among the industrial groups, prices in December 
1937 showed increases of between 7 and 8 per cent. 
compared with those of a year earlier in respect of 
house-furnishing goods and metals and metal products, 
while prices of textile products and chemicals and drugs 
showed proportionate declines of the same order; small 
increases occurred for the other groups except hides 
and leather products, which were 2 per cent. cheaper. 
After rising in January and February, prices of 
chemicals and drugs declined continuously until the 
end of the year, while the textile and miscellaneous 
groups showed a similar movement with April as peak 
month. The fuel and lighting index showed a slight 
upward trend, but the prices of other commodities 
tended to rise during the first half of the year and 1 
fall during the second half, the movement being most 
marked during the first and last quarters. 


A re-grouping of the commodities used in the com 
pilation of the index number shows that raw 
materials, peaprersnst “res agonl and finished manufac- 
tures were on the average 6, 12 and 6 per cent., respec 
tively, higher in price in 1937 ibe in 1936.

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR 
NOVEMBER 1937 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of Novembe 
and the four weeks ended 27 November 1937 show that the 
total number of passenger journeys (excluding season ticke 
holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in Great 
Britain in the month of November last was 100,918,164, a 
increase compared with November 1936 of 511,668, or 05 
per cent. The journeys taken by passengers at reduce 
fares rose by 4,022 and those at standard or ordinary fargy 
by 507,646. Receipts from passengers (excluding season 
ticket holders) showed an increase of £173,573, or 5-2 per 
cent. lf the railway undertakings of the London Passenger 
Transport Board be omitted, the figures show a decrease jn 
journeys of 480,170, or 0-7 per cent., and an increase jp 
receipts of £160,146, or 5-6 per cent. For all companies the 
receipts from passenger train traffic (including season 
tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding 
mails and parcei post) were £248,292 more than in Noven. 
ber 1936. 

Goops TRAFFIC 

The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free. 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended 27 November 1937 
was 24,470,923, an increase compared with the correspond- 
ing four weeks of 1936 of 960,352 tons, or 4-1 per cent. 
Freight train receipts amounted to £8,014,755, a rise of 
£546,102, or 7-3 per cent. Freight train miles run were 
362,375 more than in the corresponding period of 1936, an 
increase of 3-4 per cent. The average train load increased 
from 128? to 133 tons and the net ton miles per engine hour 
increased from 438} to 455. 

In addition to the usual information the volume contains 
statistics relating to goods traffic conveyed by the companies’ 
horse-drawn and mechanically-propelled road vehicles.

raw and dried hides and skins (£P.68,052) and Dead Sea 
chemicals (£P.77,853). 

Re-exports of merchandise previously reported as im- 
ported totalled £P.641,194 in 1937, as compared with 
£P.642,293 in 1936, a decrease of £P.1,099. 

Re-exports from bond (not previously recorded as im- 
ported) amounted to £P.109,741 in 1987, as against 
£P.84,904 in 1936, a rise of £P.24,837. 

The value of transit trade, exclusive of Iraq Petroleum 
Company’s crude oil last year, totalled £P.827,472, as com- 
pared with £P.513,252 in 1936, an increase of £P.314,220.

FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 


According to figures received by the Department of Over- 
seas Trade, the total value of French imports during Janu- 
ary was 3,892 million francs and of exports 2,452 million 
frs., as compared with 3,333 million frs. and 1,769 million 
frs., respectively, during January 1937. The excess of 
imports over exports was 1,441 million frs., of which the 
sum of 1,158 million frs. was in respect of foreign trade and 
283 million frs. in respect of colonial trade.. Compared with 
December 1937, imports in January decreased by 647 million 
frs., or 14-2 per cent., and exports increased by 107 million 
frs., or 4:6 per cent.

SIAM 


RICE CROP ESTIMATES 
(from H.M. Consul-General) 


BANGKOK 


According to recent telegraphic reports on rice crop con- 
dition received from various districts of 60 provinces, the 
cultivated area is given approximately at 19,531,594 rai, 
increasing from the previous report’s figure by 190,840 rai. 
The damaged area, caused by flood, drought and injuries 
by insects and pests, is given approximately at 2,351,637 rai, 
increasing by 472,238 rai. This damaged area is calculated 
at 12-04 per cent. of the area planted. The approximate 
harvested area is reported at 6,098,962 rai, with an outturn 
of 22,857,540 piculs of paddy, showing an average yield of 
about 3°75 piculs per rai. 


TUNISIA 
ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS 


Tunisia has been the victim of misfortune, *writes H.M. 
Consul-General at Tunis. A series of bad years was followed 
by 1936 with a drought which can only be described as 
disastrous. Tunisia is pre-eminently an _ agricultural 
country. It produces wheat, wine and olive oil and a less 
important product, which is, however, of interest to the 
United Kingdom, esparto grass. With no large river, it 
depends for its prosperity entirely on the local rainfall. 


Before 1936 the main problem of Tunisia was to be able 
to export her produce at remunerative prices. The poor 
harvest and world conditions have changed all that. The 
same year saw a change of Resident-General and a differ- 
ence of policy consequent upon political change in France. 
Tunisia has followed the path of social reform as applied in 
France under very different social conditions, and as a con- 
sequence of increased wages, shorter hours, paid holidays, 
etc., and the falling franc, overhead charges in banking and 
business have increased and the cost of living has soared. 
New expenditure has had to be met by increased Customs 
duties and new taxes, which again have to be largely borne 
by commerce and industry. 


The mining industry, however, had a good year; phosphate 
mines maintained their output, while the extraction of 
metals increased by 50 per cent., and was increasing still 
further in the first months of 1937. While commerce felt 
the full effect of the bad harvest, once again imports re- 
mained at a relatively high level, giving an unfavourable 
trade balance of 173 million francs in 1936, against 419 
million frs. in 1935. 


Foreiean TRADE 


There has been a continuous decline in the total value of 
trade since 1929 except for a slight rally in 1935, and a new 
low record was estabiished for 1936 with 1,854,224,000 frs.

The 
first quarter of 1937 showed an increase of 54 million frs. in 
imports and a decrease of 102-6 million frs. in exports on 
the corresponding period of 1936. 


The French share of imports once more decreased in 1936 ; 
imports from Italy were temporarily reduced on account of 
sanctions, while the United Kingdom percentage remained 
at 2-7, a slight improvement on years before 1935. 


The main share of trade, both as regards imports and 
exports, falls to France and Algeria. The French share in 
the import trade, however, is not increasing; between 1923 
and 1936 it fluctuated between 63-69 per cent., and was 
62-4 per cent. in 1936. Now that France has gone off the 
gold standard she may be able to improve her position to 
the virtual exclusion of all others, but this depends on many 
factors. 


Purchases from the United Kingdom are chiefly coal, tar, 
metals and metal] goods, machinery and textiles. The United 
Kingdom buys esparto grass, phosphates, iron ore, olive oil, 
barley, goat and camel hair. Imports of coal, coke and 
patent fuel, which account for over half of the total imports 
from the United Kingdom, have risen since 1934.

UNITED KINGDOM—SIAM 


NEW TREATY OF COMMERCE AND 
NAVIGATION 


With reference to the notice in the ‘ Board of Trade 
Journal’? of 23 December last (page 814), ratifications of 
the new Anglo-Siamese Treaty of Commerce and Naviga. 
tion, which was signed at Bangkok on 23 November 1997, 
were exchanged at Bangkok on 19 February. The Treaty 
came into force immediately on the exchange of ratifications 
and will continue in force for an initial period of five years, 
and thereafter subject to denunciation at twelve months’ 
notice. 


The Treaty provides generally for reciprocal freedom and 
unconditional most-favoured-nation treatment in matters 
of commerce, industry and navigation. 


The subjects of each of the parties are permitted to enter, 
travel and reside in the territories of the other on com- 
pliance with the laws and regulations applicable to all 
foreigners. The subjects and companies of each contracting 
Party are to enjoy in the territories of the other most- 
favoured-nation treatment in all respects, including matters 
of commerce, the establishment and carrying on of business, 
the exercise of professions or occupations, and the acquisi- 
tion and disposal of property. They are to enjoy national 
and most-favoured-nation treatment as regards taxation; 
national treatment in regard to patents for inventions, 
trade marks, trade names, industrial designs and copyright 
in literary and artistic works; protection for their persons 
and property, and freedom of access to the Courts. 


Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded in respect of 
all import and export duties and (subject to the usual ex- 
ceptions) of all prohibitions and restrictions, and the goods 
of the one Party in the territories of the other will not be 
subject to internal duties other or greater than the duties 
levied upon similar goods of national origin. 


National and most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded 
in all that relates to navigation and the treatment of ship- 
ping, passengers and cargoes, with the exception that the 
provisions relating to the mutual concession of national 
treatment do not apply to coasting trade and fishing in 
territorial waters. 


Exceptions from most-favoured-nation treatment are pro- 
vided in respect of (1) favours which are, or may be, 
granted to facilitate frontier traffic with an adjoining 
country, or in virtue of a Customs Union, (2) benefits 
accorded in virtue of an agreement with any other country 
relating to double taxation, and (3) favours which are, or 
may be, granted to an adjoining State with regard to the 
navigation on or use of boundary waterways not navigable 
from the sea. The Treaty includes provisions respecting 
unfair competition and provides that reciprocal facilities 
and privileges are to be accorded in respect of commercial 
travellers and samples. 


Provision is made for the accession to the Treaty of any 
member of the British Commonwealth of Nations. 


oxchanges of Notes are annexed relating to monopolies, 
the protection of inventions, facilities for vessels of war, 
military service in Siam, the acquisition and leasing of real 
property in Siam, and the interpretation of Article 8(2)(i) 
and (ii) of the Treaty respecting prohibitions or restrictions 
upon articles.

EXEMPTION OF CERTAIN IMPORTED GOODS 
FROM CIRCULATION TAX 


Two Decrees, dated 30 January, provided for certain 
modifications of the Decree of 30 January 1937 exempting 
anumber of imported goods from Circulation Tax (see the 
“Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 11 March 1937, page 380). A 
recent issue of the ‘‘ Bulletin Douanier ’’ announces that 
the effect of these Decrees is as follows:—The exemption 
is withdrawn in the case of wool with the exception of wool 
waste intended for manure (ex Tariff No. 23), decorticated, 
broken or split pulse (ex Tariff No. 80), banana meal, and 
shelled almonds, hazel-nuts and walnuts (ex Tariff No. 85). 
Exemption from the tax is now to be granted to flax other 
than combed (ex Tariff No. 142), hemp other than combed 
(ex Tariff No. 142 bis), live plants, flower bulbs, ete. (Tariff 
No. 170A to G), and to certain kinds of wood (ex Tariff 
Nos. 128, 133, 134, 135, 138). The exemption is extended 
to all groats, semolina, etc. (Tariff No. 76), hops (Tariff 
No. 160), oil-cake other than maize, and brewers’ dregs 
(ex Tariff No. 166 bis) for all uses; exemption was pre- 
viously granted to these goods only if intended for specified 
uses. The exemption from tax of medicinal roots, herbs, 
flowers, leaves, barks and lichens (Tariff Nos, 126, 126 bis, 
126 ter and 126 quater) is now to be granted to such goods 
only when imported fresh or merely dried, cut or ground. 
At the same time, exemption is extended to elderberries, all 
unspecified fr uits and seeds, and pyrethrum bark, leaves, 
flowers, stalks and roots (ex Tariff Nos. 127 and 127 bis) 
when imported fresh or merely dried, cut or ground.

IRAN 
EXCHANGE CONTROL 


With reference to previous notices under the above head- 
ing in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,’’ H.M. Representative 
at Tehran has forwarded a translation of a notice issued 
by the Iranian authorities regarding future arrangements 
for dealings in foreign exchange. The text of the transla- 
tion is given below.

Notice 

In continuation of the Notice dated the 30th Dey, 1316 
(20th January, 1938), issued by the Ministry of Commerce and 
the Exchange Control Commission, concerning the right of 
exporters to make use of 50 per cent. of the exchange obtained 
from their exports for the import of authorised goods, the text 
of the decree of the Council of Ministers No. 15086 of the 
30th Dey, 1316 (20th January, 1938), is now quoted below for the 
information of the public. 


As, following the regulations which were issued for the en- 
couragement of third category goods, it was necessary to con- 
sider facilities for other goods as well, the Council of Ministers, 
by virtue of the authority derived from Article 2 of the Law 
concerning foreign exchange transactions approved on the 
10th Esfand, 1314, sanctioned the following regulations at their 
session of the 29th Deymah, 1316 (19th January, 1938) :— 


1.—All exporters are obliged, in accordance with the under- 
taking which they give to the Customs when they export, to 
sell the exchange relative to the said undertaking within the 
legal time to one of the authorized Banks, and at the same time 
to produce the relative certificate of export. 


2.—The Bank which buys the exchange obtained from exports 
must at the time of the transaction record the purchase of the 
exchange, and the date thereof on the back of the export certi- 
ficate and the relevant undertaking, and hand to the seller a 
certificate of sale of exchange equivalent to 50 per cent. of 
the exchange purchased, according to the special model which is 
given by the Exchange Commission to the Banks, and draw 
up a declaration of the sale of 100 per cent. of the exchange sold 
and send it to the Exchange Commission. 


Note.—Non-commercial exchange is entered in account A 
mentioned in Article 3, and for its sale a special declaration 
will be drawn up by the purchasing bank and sent to the 
Exchange Commission. . 


3.—The authorized Banks must open two accounts for the 
exchange obtained from exports, which they buy in the above 
manner, one called Account A and the other called Account B, 
and must enter 50 per cent. of the exchange purchased in 
Account A and the other 50 per cent. in Account B. 


Account A will be reserved for the exchange requirements of 
the Government and the Municipalities provided for in the Gov- 
ernment’s exchange programme, for students, for miscellaneous 
purposes, for the Exchange Commission’s commitments and for 
payment of the cost of goods imported by the various companies 
under Government control. 


Account B will be reserved for commercial requirements and 
may be drawn upon only against a permit for the purchase of 
exchange issued by the Exchange Commission on the strength of 
the Approval of order issued by the Ministry of Commerce in 
virtue of the certificate of sale of exchange on Account B, 
mentioned in Article 2. 

Note.—The Exchange Commission is not permitted under 
any pretext to make use of Account B, save for disburse- 
ments which are mentioned in this decree. 


4.—Exporters who desire to make early use of the provisions 
of this decree can sell in advance to one of the authorized Banks 
in the manner specified in Article 3 all or part of the exchange 
due from the goods which they will export, provided that they 
give the selling Bank an undertaking in anes to the effect 
that they will, within a period which shall not exceed three 
months, export goods to the value of the exchange sold, or pay 
to the Exchange Commission, at the date when the undertaking 
is due to be fulfilled, twice the value of the certificate of sale of 
exchange. 


5.—The exporter can sell to the National Bank, and receive 
the value thereof in cash, an export certificate which has been 
endorsed by one of the authorized Banks to the effect that 
exchange has been sold in accordance with Article 2. 


6.—The certificate of sale of exchange which is given by the 
authorized Banks, according to the provisions of Article 2, to 
the sellers of exchange obtained from exports, is transferable 
once within one month from the date of its issue. The purchase 
and sale of the certificate in question will be made at the 
National Bank in Tehran and its Branches in the provinces 
and will be registered in a special book. The National Bank 
must every week send to the Exchange Commission and the 
Ministry of Commerce a statement showing the purchase and 
sales of certificates of sale of exchange carried out. 


7.—The Ministry of Commerce will issue Approvals of Order 
for imports, within the limit of quotas, to persons who submit 
a certificate of sale of exchange, together with an export 
certificate and an application for the import of goods as required 
by the Foreign Trade Monopoly Law. 


8.—A certificate of sale of exchange will be valid for obtain- 
ing an Approval of Order for one month from the date of its 
issue, if not negotiated, and, if transferred, for 10 days from 
the date of transfer in Tehran and 20 days from that date in

the provinces. It will lose its validity if within the said period 
it is not submitted, together with an application, to the 
Ministry of Commerce. ‘he exchange relative to the certif. 
cates which thus lose their validity will remain in this account 
until the use to which it shall be put is decided by the Govern. 
ment. 


9.—The holders of Approvals of Order mentioned in Article 7 
will submit the first copy of their Approval of Order to the 
Exchange Commission for the issue of a permit for the pur. 
chase of exchange. The Exchange Commission is bound, within 
not more than 5 days from the date of submission of the applica- 
tion, to issue the relevant permit for the purchase of exchange 
—_ Account B and deliver it to the holder of the Approval of 

rder. 


Note.—The Approval of Order must in any case be sub- 
mitted to the Exchange Commission within one month from 
the date of its issue. 


10.—At the request of the holder of a permit for the purchase 
of exchange the authorised Banks can, against the said permit 
immediately transmit to the seller of the foreign goods up to 
25 per cent. of the amount held in Account B and use the 
remaining 75 per cent. for opening a Bank credit, or, after 
seeing the import permit of the Ministry of Commerce, for 
meeting the cost of the goods, 


_11.—The Ministry of Commerce will when issuing an import 
licence in place of an Approval of Order, state on the import 
licence the amount of exchange which has been sold on account 
of the said licence according to the endorsement made on the 
Approval of Order by the selling Bank; the Customs House at 
which the goods arrive will release the goods in accordance with 
the import licence on which the amount of exchange sold has 
been endorsed either by the Ministry of Commerce or by the 
selling Bank, and will issue according to the usual practice a 
certificate of import in triplicate, giving one copy to the im- 
porter, sending one copy to the Exchange ‘Commission and 
filing the other copy. The Exchange Commission will cancel 
the relevant undertaking against the certificate of import. 


12.—Undertakings to sell exchange given before the date of 
this decree to Customs Houses are not covered by the provisions 
of this decree, and the whole amount which they represent must 
be sold for the account of the Exchange Commission as before. 


Also, the commercial exchange permits which the Exchange 
a has so far issued will remain valid and the 
Exchange Commission must sell exchange against them when 
they become due. 


Note.—For the import of goods for which long term ex- 
change permits have been issued by the Exchange Commis- 
sion, and payment for which has not yet fallen due, the 
goods not having been cleared from the Customs by the 
date of the issue of this decree, it will be necessary to ob- 
tain a certificate of sale of exchange. 


13.—Holders of exchange permits issued before the date of 
this decree must, if they have not bought exchange against 
them, refer to the Exchange Commission within 20 days for 
settlement of the said licences. 


14.—The provisions relating to 3rd category goods, as well as 
those relating to persons desiring to import foreign goods with- 
out being entitled to buy exchange, will remain valid and in 
force as before. 


15.—The National Bank will from this date onwards open a 
new account for the buying and selling of export certificates, 
and persons who have bought export certificates from the Bank 
before this date and have not yet obtained Approvals of Order 
against them, can return the said certificates to the Bank and 
the Bank is obliged to pay their value in cash. The Bank will 
cancel the certificates which it thus repurchases and will notify 
the number and the date thereof to the Ministry of Commerce. 
Likewise, persons who hold Approvals of Order or import 
licences for which exchange permits have not yet been issued, 
can refer to the Ministry of Commerce for the relevant export 
certificates to be returned in order that they may submit them 
to the National Bank and recover the price of them; the Bank 
must pay the price of these certificates in the above manner. 


Note.—Yo persons whose Approvals of Order are can- 
celled as above, new Approvals of Order will be issued, on 
condition that they are for the same goods, regardless of 
the position of the import quotas, provided however that 
application for a new Approval of Order is submitted to 
the Ministry of Commerce within two months from the 
date of this decree. 


16.—The transport documents of all goods imported into the 
country, even in cases where the price of the goods will be 
transmitted to the foreign supplier some time after the goods 
have been received from the Customs, must be sent to the im- 
porters through one of the authorised Banks, exception being

ITALY 
IMPORT OF MEAT 

The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’? (Rome) of 23 February con- 
tains a Ministerial Order, dated 10 February, which pro- 
hibits, until further notice, the importation into Italy of 
fresh or chilled meat obtained from animals liable to be 
affected by foot-and-mouth disease. The countries affected 
by this Order are the United Kingdom, Belgium, France, 
Germany, Luxemburg, Holland and Switzerland. 

This prohibition does not apply to prepared meats 
(cooked, salted, smoked, etc.) or to tinned meat. Import 
licences issued for the importation of fresh and chilled 
meat from the above-mentioned countries may not be 
utilised for the duration of this Order. 

DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN FISH 

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ”’ of 3 December 1936 (page 822), under the head- 
ing ‘‘Customs Tariff Modifications,’? a Decree, dated 
13 February, prolongs, until 31 December 1938, the period 
for the duty-free importation of fresh or frozen fish of the 
mackerel specie (tonno, tonnetto, tonno bianco, sgombri), 
destined for the preserving industry. 


NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES 

IMPORT RESTRICTION ON WRAPPING PAPER 

The Commercial Agent at Batavia has forwarded transla- 
tion of the Wrapping Paper Import Ordinance, 1938 
(Staatsblad No. 90 of 10 February 1938), whereby during 
the period of six months from 11 February 1938 to 10 July 
1938, the importation of wrapping paper into the Nether- 
lands East Indies shall not exceed 3,400,000 kgs. gross. 
Import licences for wrapping paper manufactured in 
Holland will be issued up to a quantity of at least 1,020,000 
kgs. gross (i.e. 30 per cent. of the total quota). 

A fee of Fl. 0-075 per 100 kgs. gross, or part thereof, will 
be charged on the issue of an import licence. 

A copy of the translation of the above Ordinance may be 
inspected by persons interested at the Department of Over- 
seas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 


ROUMANIA 
AVIATION STAMP TAX 

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 15 April 1937 (page 554), 
H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that, in accord- 
ance with a Decision of the Minister for Air and Marine, 
effective as from 6 February 1938, hardened casein, indi- 
genous or imported, is subject to a fixed tax of 16 lei per 
kilogramme for the Aviation Fund. 


TURKEY 
SAFEGUARDING OF TURKISH CURRENCY

been added to the list of goods which may be imported 
from countries having no clearing or similar agreement with 
Turkey and a favourable balance of trade with that 
country. 


YUGOSLAVIA 
CUSTOMS PROCEDURE AND PAYMENT FOR 
GOODS IMPORTED BY MAIL 

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 17 December 1936 (page 
888) H.M. Representative at Belgrade reports that by Order 
No. 5079-VIII issued by the Minister of Finance on 
4 February 1938, and which appeared in the ‘ Official 
Gazette’? of 8 February 1938, the Order of 26 November 
1936 has been annulled and replaced by the following :— 

Goods imported from abroad in postal packages by mail, 
or by air mail, shall be accompanied by the original invoice ; 
otherwise the receivers of such goods shall themselves sub- 
mit the original invoice to the appropriate Customs house, 
which shall certify it, regardless of whether the goods are 
subject to Customs duty or are free of such duty. Failing 
this the receivers of the goods will be unable to effect 
payment abroad. 


Invoices for goods arriving by post shall not be certified ; 


by the receiver of goods, but receivers of such goods shall 
certify the invoice subsequently, i.e. before submitting the 
invoice to an authorised bank for the remittance of the 
countervalue abroad. Similarly, copies of the invoice need 
not be enclosed with such packages.

The Table of Standard Sizes included in the 1924 edition hag 
been omitted, since it has not been generally adopted, the great 
majority of users preferring the 8.W.G., B. & S., and mill. 
metre sizes, which are given in an appendix for reference, 

Another important difference is the omission of life tests fo 
classes D and E materials (for use at temperatures exceeding 
850° C. and 1,050° C. respectively). The study of satisfactory 
life tests for these classes of material has been referred to 4 
small Sub-Committee, and when this Committee has reported 
an addendum slip to the specification will be issued.

British Standard Specification for Wrought Iron Chain Slings, 


(B.8.S. No. 781-1938.) 


The latest addition to the series of British Standard Speci- 
fications relating to Terminal Fittings for Wire Rope and 
Chain has now been published under the title ‘‘ rought 
Iron Chain Slings”’ (and Rings Links, alternative to Rings, 
Egglinks and Intermediate Links). 

The specification is noteworthy, as hitherto there has been 
no authoritative specification for Chain Slings or components, 
while virtually every works has need to cite an independent 
specification for such lifting gear, the importance of which 
from the viewpoint of safety cannot well be over-emphasised, 

The prefatory sections of the specification comprise Fore. 
word, Descriptive Notes, Notes as to Design and Recon. 
mendations as to Working Loads, and are of unusual interest 
as they afford information not generally accessible. 

It would appear that for the first time the stresses in an 
egglink have been evaluated. 

The formule, proportions and dimensions for the various 
components were originated and worked out in detail by the 
engineering staff of the National Physical Laboratory, who 
were actively associated with the Committee. All proportions 
and dimensions given are referable to the nominal size of the 
corresponding short link chain and enable the tables of dimen- 
sions to be extended to cover special components not tabn- 
lated in the specification. 

The section ‘‘ Notes as to Design’’ will repay special 
perusal, 

Like B.S.S. 394 (Short Link Crane Chain) the new speci- 
fication is limited to slings and components up to and includ- 
ing 14 in. The specification is also limited as to the types 
of sling in more general use which, however, are sufficient 
for the majority of normal purposes. The slings specified 
are single leg, two leg, three leg and four leg hook and 
ring and reevable and non-reevable single collar types. 

The material specified for Rings and Links is ‘‘ Special 
Grade ’’ Wrought Iron to a new B.S. Specification No. 762, 
the chain and hooks are specified to comply with B.S.S. 394 
and B.S8.S, 482 respectively. 

The specification, which has 43 pages, includes dimensional 
tables of all components and drawings of the standard slings 
facing tabulated details of each assembly for easy reference. 

There are many important British Standard Specifications. 
interest in which is of necessity confined to a small section of 
industry; the present specification should be of direct value 
wherever goods are lifted and handled and should, therefore, 
have a more universal appeal, 

The Committee responsible will, no doubt, find their reward 
in the advancement and promotion of industrial safety and 
in the fact that their work in this direction is voluntary, 
anonymous and of permanent value.

British Standard Specification for Rubber Joint Rings for Gas 


Mains. (B.S.S. No, 772-1938.) 


The British Standards Institution has just issued a new 
British Standard Specification, No. 772, Rubber Joint Rings 
for Gas Mains. 

This specification, which provides for soft, medium and 
hard rings. is one of a series dealing with Rubber Joint Rings, 
the Specification for Rubber Joint Rings for Water Mains and 
Sewers, B.S.S. No. 674, having been published in 1936. These 
specifications have been prepared by the Rubber Committee of 
the Chemical Engineering Industry Section of the British Stan- 
dards Institution, under the chairmanship of Mr. J. A 
Reavell. 

This specification, which is a non-dimensional one, lays down 
requirements as to composition, quality and workmanship. The 
composition of the finished rings is specified in detail, limits 
being stated for acetone extract and alcoholic potash extract. 

The physical tests include accelerated ageing, hardness, tet- 
sile strength, elongation, permanent set, and swelling i 
benzole. 

Standard methods of test for determining the above proper- 
ties are given in appendices. These methods of test have been

British Standard for the Rating of Internal Combustion 
Engines, Carburettor Type (B.S.8, No. 765-1938). 

The British Standards Institution has recently published a 
new British Standard for the rating of ‘‘ Internal Combustion 
Engines, Carburettor Type, excluding Aero-Engines ”’ (B.S8.S. 
No. 765-1938). 

This specification covers rated output, margin of capacity, 
governing, fuel consumption, tests, standard equipment, 
auxiliary equipment. In the appendix is given particulars 
to be supplied by the engine maker and the information (to be 
supplied) with enquiry for engine. ; 

The scope of the specification covers engines for stationary 
and industrial purposes, engines for traction purposes (road or 
rail) and marine engines (for main and auxiliary purposes on 
shipboard), but does not apply to aero engines. es

British Standard for Synthetic Resin (Phenolic) Moulding 
Materials and Mouldings (B.S.S. No. 771-1938). 

The British Standards Institution has just published a 
Specification for Synthetic Resin (Phenolic) Moulding Mate- 
rials and Mouldings (B.S8.S. No. 771-1938), the first of a 
series of British Standards for synthetic moulding materials 
and mouldings. This specification has been prepared_as the 
result of requests received from the British Plastics Federa- 
tion and other bodies. 

Prior to its publication B.S.S. 488, Moulded Insulating 
Materials suitable for Accessories for General Electrical In- 
stallations, was the only specification which dealt in any way 


with synthetic resin mouldings. That specification, issued in, 


1933, gives the minimum properties which any moulded article 
must possess when used for the specific purpose of moulding 
electrical accessories. 

The new specification is intended to serve an entirely 
different purpose. It specifies the actual properties of one 
particular type of moulding powder and moulding—the phenol- 
formaldehyde or phenolic type. Several types of commercial 
phenolic moulding materials have been selected which are 
in general use for the manufacture of moulded articles or 
component parts, and these have been classified according 
to their properties into five types: Type G (General Type), 
Type GX (Improved General Type), Type MS (Medium 
Shock-resistant Type), Type HS (High Shock-resistant Type), 
Type HR (Heat-resistant Type). Mouldings and the mould- 
ing materials from which they are made are classified under 
the same type designations. 

The properties of each type have been determined by tests 
made on test specimens prepared under standard conditions, 
as it is usually impracticable to cut standard test pieces from 
finished mouldings. A valuable feature of the specification is 
in the details of the standard conditions for preparing the 
test specimens which are given in the Appendices. 

A table is given showing the properties of each of the five 
types of material. A purchaser of either phenolic moulding 
material or phenolic mouldings can thus quote B.8.8. 771 
and the type letter mark as the standard required or he can, 
if he so desires, build up a specification for a type of phenolic 
moulding or phenolic moulding material not classified, by 
selecting standard tests given in the specification and fixing 
a standard of performance. 

B.S.8. 771 does not give an exhaustive list of all the 
properties of phenolic mouldings and moulding materials which 
could be tabulated. A careful selection has been made, so as 
to reduce as far as possible the time and expense of testing 
any particular material, and the specification gives only those 
properties and methods of test which are of greatest 
Importance. 

The figures given in the specification include mechanical 
and electrical properties, water absorption and plastic yield. 
Three standard methods of test are also given by which the 
purchaser of moulding powder can determine the powder 
density and bulk factor of a moulding material, the flow of 
moulding material in the mould by the Cup Flow Test and 
the shrinkage of a moulded test specimen. 

The specification further gives methods of test which apply 
to moulded articles in order that the quality of the work of 
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the moulder may be specified. These tests are necessarily 
incomplete because, as is stated above, it is usually impractic- 
able to cut standard test pieces from finished mouldings and 
a new technique will have to be worked out before such a 
course is practical. This the B.S.I. has under consideration. 
According to B.S.S. 771, a satisfactory degree of cure is 
ensured by determining the density and the acetone extrac- 
tion; an under-cured moulding will give a high acetone 
extract ; a fully-stoved moulding made with insufficient pres- 
sure will give a low density figure, although the acetone extract 
may be satisfactory. 

This specification, the first British Standard of its kind 
for synthetic resin materials, should be of interest to all users 
of plastic materials.

British Standard Specijication for Hydro-Extractors (B.S.S. 
No. 767-1938). 

A British Standard for ‘‘ Hydro-Extractors”’ (B.S. No. 
767-1938) prepared as a result of a request received from the 
Home Office, has just been issued. The new standard deals 
with Hydro-Extractors having vertical, horizontal or inclined 
shafts, and running at pen of from 400 to 3,000 r.p.m. 
It does not apply to the high-speed centrifuges used in oil 
or cream separation plant, but is intended to cover those 
hydro-extractors, used in chemical works, gasworks, dry 
cleaning works, laundries, etc. 

Before the work was undertaken a careful examination was 
made of accidents which had taken place with centrifuges, 
and the standard has been drawn up so as to eliminate many 
of the defects and weaknesses which had led in the past 
to such accidents. 

The specification covers the quality of materials used in 
the construction of the centrifuge, together with standard 
formule governing the design of the basket, etc., whilst full 
particulars are included in regard to electric welding. A 
section has also been incorporated dealing with testing, and 
recommendatory notes in regard to safety devices, operation 
and maintenance are included in the form of an Appendix.

Rafters for Gas Appliances (B.S.S. No. 766-1938). 

When the products of combustion from a gas appliance are 
carried by means of a pipe connection or flue out of the room 
in which the appliance is fixed into the external air or roof 
space, wind or air temperature effects may check or reverse 
the escape of products or conversely may accelerate their 
removal. .To prevent such effects from interfering with the 
combustion of the gas in the appliance, a device called a 
baffler or draught diverter is inserted in the flue connection 
between the appliance and the partition or wall through which 
the flue passes. 
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A British Standard has just been issued entitled ‘‘ Bafflers 
or Draught Diverters on Gas Appliances including Recom- 
mendations for Flue Terminals (B.S, No, 766) which deals 
with the performance of bafflers on gas appliances and in- 
cludes recommendations for flue terminals. ‘The specification 
includes tests to determine the resistance, corrosion and the 
strength of the baffler primary and secondary to the products 
of combustion, 

The performance of a terminal is so dependent on the situ- 
ation in which it is fitted—especially on the proximity or 
otherwise of buildings or parts of buildings, trees, etc., 
and on the winds to which it is exposed (which factors are 
usually beyond the control of the person installing the termi- 
nal) that it is not considered practicable to specify exactly 
what the performance of a terminal should be, especially 
when the terminal is designed for use in unfavourable 
conditions and may therefore embody features not necessarily 
advantageous in the more favourable exposed positions. The 
tests proposed are thus of a simpler nature than is necessary 
to determine completely the performance of the terminal, and 
may pass terminals which in practice may be unsatisfactory 
under certain conditions. 

While a baffler fitted to one gas appliance will work satis- 
factorily, it is known that the same baffler on a different gas 
appliance may be unsatisfactory. It has been found impos- 
sible to prove that any particular baffler is in itself univer- 
sally satisfactory, but only that in a stated gas appliance it 
fulfils its proper purpose.

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
ete, abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations, 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
narkets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi-

dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having overseas agents to notify 
the respective overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to the Commercial Diplomatic or 
Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is generally 
advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 


When making applications for information 
should clearly specify :— 


enquiries 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required,
